75,000 Acre Brown Farm To Be Put In Production B 


Discharged Service 
Men Attracted To 
Glades For Future 


Upon discharge a man is ask- 
ed t6 what neigiborhood he is 
going and that is-listed as his 
future mail address. A: checkup 
with the Local Board discloses 
that 46 white men have desig- 
nated Belle Glade as their fu- 
ture home, although they were 
not inducted from here, nor 
were they registered here. ~ 

There are a total of 8138 reg- 
istrants with Local Board No 4 
5321 of whom are negroes, This 
area has 742 white men in ser- 
vice with 24 additional over 38 
years of age; making a total of 
766 whites. Negroo$ accounted 
for 1049 plus 27 over 38 years 
of age, making a total of, 1077 
negroes, ; 

A grand total of 1843 men in 
the service from this board. 

There have been discharged 
132 whites, with 26 over 38; 200. 
negroes have been discharged 


and 21 demobilized, Seventy- 
seven of these discharged are un- 
der 26 were medical and for in- 
aptitude, 

There are listed. with the 
Board 1968 over 28 years of age 
who » not subject to call.

Of the uses enumerated above 
several of them will be of import 
here in Belle Glade, namely 
Agricultural shows, for the 
Everglades Fair could be con- 
‘ducted at the Experiment Sta- 


tion where the new outfit will|: 


be located, a gathering place for 
the Agricultural clubs, and yes, 
possibly hoss racing, for many 
of the pony owners want a cir- 
cular or straigh away track in- 
cluded in tke project. 

With ever increasing herds of 
puré bred cattle coming and be- 
ing established in the Glades, it 
will not be long before there will 
be a call for a stock mart and 
the farm shed would ‘be most 
available for such sales. 

It is likely that the Experi- 
ment Station project may not get 
under way for several months, 
but when ready Belle Glade has 
fulfilled the demands of the 


Agricultural Department.

With projects already under 
way thru previous possession the 
announcement by Turner Wallis, 
Manager, that deeds and cash 
money were exchanged between 
| Shawano and Hillsboro Planta- 
| tions Ine., the new owners, the 
sale of the 75,000 acre Brown 
Farm property apparently marks 
the official beginning of a stable 
and long range land use program 
second to none in the farming 
history of the Glades, 

“Tt is not our intention to dis- 
turb the equilibrium of the win- 
ter vegetable production in the 
Glades, although some vege- 
table farming will be continued 
and lands will be offered to ten- 
ants,” said Mr. Wallis “but 
rather to embark on a long range 
program of volume production 
in the less spectacular fields by 
cattle fattening, ramie and sug- 
ar cane,” 

“Of the 1,800 acres under wa- 
ter control, more than 200 acres 
have already been planted to ex- 
perimental plots of grasses and 
some cattle are already grazing. 
We have sufficient ramie seed 
beds to plant several sections 
and are now in process of plant- 
ing a cane seed bed.” 

“When the recession of water 
from undeveloped lands enables 
drags to begin work an 8,000- 
acre tract will be readied with 
water control, rock roads, and 
plowed, under a sub-district of 
the Bronw Drainage District.” 

“A corps of supervisory per- 
sonnel is being acquired and 
workers as needed, buildings are 
being repaired and made ready 
for both types of workers.” 

"The new owners are coming 
in as neighbors, to be neighbor- 
ly, to add to the sum total of a 
growing community and hope to 
be an asset in making the Glades 
an unmatched well diversified 
agricultural empire."
